Mer. SHEEN 


Before an audience that crowded the 
Loyola Auditorium to the very rafters, 
the Rt. Rev. Mgr. Fulton Sheen of 
Wash. D.C., one of America’s foremost 
crators and radio commentators, lecture] 
on “The Cross and the Doublecross”. 

Claiming that the world was stirred 
today by a new revolution, Mgr. Sheen 
went on to say that “a spirit of irration- 
ality existed today, and nations and 
peoples were suiting the idea to their 
nefiuvious schemes.” 

Speaking in a voice that spelled de- 
fiance, he spoke on the hate so preva- 
lent in world relations today. “You may 
collect ten thousand people in Union 
Square, to shout imprecations against 
foreign powers, yet not one tenth in 
that mob can you find to swear loyal- 
ty and love to the very country they 
live in. Hate is the modern bond of 
unity”. 

He was humorous as well as forceful; 
he blended his witticisms with his pow- 
er of oratory. His word pictures were 
magnificent. His rebuke of communism 
was masterful. In his words, “a com- 
munist. is a capitalist without any cash 
in his pocket.” 

Continuing further, Mgr. Sheen de- 
clared that “the atheism of today was 
one of belief and not of unbelief.” He 
illustrated his point with several of his 
short experiences on the matter. He con- 
cluded his lecture with a few striking 
pictures taken from the lives of our 
late and present Popes. His final words, 
“There shall be peace” echo to the ful- 
lest extent the hopes of the world. 

Hasily one of the finest lecturers ever 
to speak at Loyola, Mgr. Sheen defin- 
itely made a wonderful impression on 
his Montreal audience. A fine speaker, 
a delightful humorist, a keen student of 
world affairs, he stands out above all 
in the modern commentary field.

In this week’s issue of one of the les- 
ser English pictorial reviews, there is 
an article entitled “The Fate of Homo 
Sapiens” by our old friend H. G. Wells, 
(author?) in which he makes the fol- 
lowing assertion among others equally 
insane. “He, the Holy Father, has had 
the medieval education of a priest, his 
advisers have worn the mental blinkers 
of the devout and just as far as they 
dare they influence the political life of 
the world according to their limitations 
and prejudices... here, (in the Catholic 
Church) tyrannies are blessed and re- 
volt fomented. The devout in France or 
Britain, for example, must support the 
Franco “pronunciamento” to the infinite 
injury of their own countries”. In an- 
other place he makes the following sta- 
tement; “The Roman Catholic Church, 
that clumsy system of frustration that 
strange compendium of ancient tradi- 
tion and habit system, is certainly the 
most formidable single antagonist in the 
way of human re-adjustment.” 

We shall dignify this trash with an 
answer. As regards the Holy Father, 
surely the common consent of all man- 
kind must present at least a reasonable 
criterion of truth to the intellect of H. 
G. Wells, manacled though it is by the 
fetters of blind prejudice and musty 
materialism, and besotted with the self- 
adulation of a transcendental and vain 
egoism. And it is the knowledge of even 
the most rudimentary thinkers that his 
Holiness stands at the very apex of 
those lovers of mankind who are actually 
striving to put some semblance of love

Lapointe Chosen Outstand- 
ing Canadian in 1939 


Adolf Hitler Oustanding 
Man in 1939 


Rt. Hon. brnest Lapointe, Minister of 
Justice topped the list as the Collegian’s 
choice for Canada’s outstanding man in 
1939. Over 61 per cent of the students 
answered the News Questionaire which 
was circulated about the campus last 
week. For his fine statesmanship dur- 
ing the Quebec elections last October, 
in which he became the pillar of Can- 
adianism, Mr. Lapointe polled 28% of 
the votes. Our Prime Minister, Rt. Hon. 
W. L. MacKenzie King, took 20% and 
Major-General McNaughton, 0.C. of the 
1st Overseas Division, 9%. 

In answer to the second question, 
“Who has been the outstanding man in 
1989”, 88% of the students gave this 
title to Adof Hitler who has had atten- 
tion focused on him since he started 
looking for his “German living space” 
and who has now thrown Europe and 
the world into a turmoil. His chief op- 
ponent, Neville Chamberlain followed 
him closely with 35%, His Holiness, 
Pope Pius XII, 11% and President Roo- 
sevelt 8%. 

Neville Chamberlain who did not spare 
himself in endeavouring to keep the 
peace of the world, should in the opinion 
of 44% of the students receive the 1939 
Nobel Peace Prize. President Roosevelt 
came second with 21 percent and His 
Holiness, followed closely with 16%. 

Two events stood out on the Canadian 
horizon this past year, both being prece- 
dent breaking events. The visit in 
Spring of their Majesties, King George 
VI and Queen Elizabeth, which was the 
first time that a Reigning British Sov-
